Sir,—I congratulate the Times on the 
editorial, ‘Stand by the Constitution,’ in 
its issue of the 12th, endorsing Senator 
Hoar’s speech against annexing tho United 
States to the Philippine Talands. The 
Times must have lost, but recuveréd, the 
compass by which it has heen suided, for 
it has lately been wandering alter a phan- 
tom—like Isis in search of the lost Oriris 
to find aut a way of holding in subjection 
and governing » distant barbarian colony 
without vinlating a Constitution framed for 
the Anglo-Saxon racé. Unless government 
be a mirror that’rcflecta the image, and re- 
presentative af the people gaverned, it ia a 
j tyranny. All people are capable of self- 
government, Bat their government. mst 
fit them like their elothes, The Esquimanx 
like their wny'as well. as the American does 
his, Wo put our Indians on a reservation 
and then troat them as a foreign nation, 
and let them govern themselves, Let 
Aguinaldn do the same. Red Cloud and 
Sitting Bull naver heard of our Bill of Rizhts, 
and don’t want one.

It 
might be for the advantage of the 
Filipinos, if they chose us for their guar 
dians and we ngreed to act during their 
tninority—3,000 yeara—and give them a 
paternal government. But it ishard to seo 
where the the advantage comes in to us, 
We could do ‘so not only at U [ 
of many willions, but at the expense of the 
sacrifice of the principles of -constitutional 
liberty for which John Hanipden and 
George Washington fought. 

The hostility with which the Filipinas 
Teceive us shows that thoy-Jook upon our 
offer with. suspicion as a Grecian gift, and 
that we are now getting a foretaste of a 
chronic rebellion. England always has one 
on hand somewhere. ‘ 

Thera never was s.greater delusion than 
the popular notion of ‘trmde following the 
fag,’ or that of one of the commissioners, 
Judge Day, who negotiated the Spanish 
treaty, that our commorce needs the pro- 
tection of the flag, meaning, of course, that 
our commerce is not safe outside of our 
own forritory. Trade follows the markets 
an cortainly as the needle points to the pole, 
and is not controlled by sentiment. The 
writer, as.consul, has had some experience 
in this way, and never heard of chartcrors 
or shippers being influenced by any othor 
consideration than the question of profit and 
loss. Our commerce is under the protection 
of our flag just as safe in the [fellespont as 
inthe Chesuprake. But it is not necessary 
to-have colony wherever we have com- 
meree. Tf so, better have no commeree. 
British commerce is under the protection of 
the British flag as much in an American as 
in.an English port. But.in civilized coun- 
tries the real presence of an armed force is 
not necessary for the security of commeres. 
ay tribute to the 
Barbary Corsairs and sent Decator to 
sweep them from the sea. All civilized 
nations keep mou of wer cruising in the 
China sea as 4 police force to suppresa 
piracy. According to Judge Day, every 
American ship-must be undor the escort 
of n man-of-wnr or the gunn of a fort. 
Dewey's squadron was in the Orient long 
before there was talk of war with Spain. 
J have cleared hundreds of American vesels 
loaded in the Philippines and never heard 
that they did not enjoy as much -freedom 
of trado thero‘aa anywhere else.

ha enormously increased by the annexation 
of the Philippines. But trade reporta 
show that tho expansion of our commerce 
does not depend upon tha expansion of our 
territory. We aro already the greatest 
exporting nation of the world: How would 
extending our political authority over the 
Philippines increase our trade? If this is 
isolation, lot us stay isolated. 

Tt is said that American capital snd en- 
terpriae: would devolop them: But Ameri- 
cans can’t live there except in the shades ; 
and we have no surplus population or 
capit-] to send there. Besides, tho ar- 
chipelago is more densely’ populated than 
the United States. I prefer for American’ 
capital to stay at home and develop our 
own country. There hi been no such 
‘chimera aa tho Philippine craze since the 
bursting of Law's “Minis sippi bubble, .
